Note:­Extra­care­ 
should be taken 
when wedging the 
door away from the 
frame. 


8. Insert the 
HPC Gold Finger 
through the 
gap.

“L-Shape” Hook Tool to push down on depression pin 
through the gap between the dash and lock. With lock in 
“On” position, press on depression pin and pull outward 
on core to remove.

23. To remove door panel, use an HPC clip removal 
tool (10 door clips). 


24. Carefully pull outward and then upward to remove 
door panel. 
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25. Locate power window and lock unit control plugs 
and disconnect plugs. 


26. Disconnect cable linkage to door latch release 
lever.

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29. To access door cavity, remove round 
rubber access cap.

31. To remove door handle, locate screw 
access and remove clear tape over hole.

32. Remove 2 (5/16”) bolts using a ratchet and 
socket­extension.
